ROYAL HUNT TOMFOOLERY. 


What It Costs to Maintain the . Famom 


Sport. ' * 


A year or two ago, says the editor of 


London Truth, I took up the matter of 
tho royal 'ouckhounds, for I have always 
thought that anything with less of the, 
redeeming featiiro of sport than .to cart 
a tame deer to some spot, turn it out, 
hunt it with dogs,, arid, haying hunted 
it down, put it back in its "cart for an- 
other day's "sport" cannot well be con- 
ceived. k When I was engaged in this 
crusade, I received many letters assur- 
ing mo that the deer like being pursued 
by dogs, although how tho animals con- 
veyed their singular idea of pleasure to 
the writers of the letters was not ex- 
plained to me. Now that the bishops 
have joined the crusade, we niay| hope 
that the cruel tomfoolery of this royal 
hunt will soon cease, 


Tho country pays the costs. The sal- 


ary of the master of tho buokhouuds 
(£1,200 per annum) is always enjoyed 
by a nobleman, tho occtipant of the post 
changing with a change of ministers. 
Besides this there arc salaries to hunts- 
men, whips and others, the purchase 
and keep of horses and hounds, etc. I 
should suppose that tho total outlay 
must bo about £3,000 per annum. This 
is defrayed, it is true, from tho civil 
list. But when the amount needed to 
maintain tho sovereign was investigated 
in order to arrive at the total necessary, 
this expenditure was included in the 
estimate.

The 
old men barked1 out their commands. 
You couldn't tell what they said. Noise 
seemed to be. their idea of command, 
but Grant's voice was clear and calm 
and cut across tho parade ground with 
great precision.

For 
instance, a sofa coaling $08 in San 
Francisco, as shown by the bill, can 
scarcely" be considered nec'sBaary fur- 
niture for a dormitory for either male 
or female stadcsn^s iu an institution 
supported by the taxpayers of the. 
State. 


Second—Because the greater part of 


the deficiencies, amounting to over 
$9,000 in the aggregate, were Incurred 
in direct violation of the spirit and 
letter of the act appropriating public 
funds for the building and furnishing 
of dormitories af. the State University, 
approved February 15, 1895, Section 4 
of which act, contains the following: 
"And in no case shall a contract be 
entered into which ahall, exceed the 
sum of $35,000 for the erection of said 
buildings and the furnishing of the 
sarae." This makes it clearly apparent 
that the deficiencies were incurred in 
direct violation of 'the ast authorizing 
the construction and furnishing of the 
dormitories.

A peculiar sound 
like the ticking of a clock is made by 
thaso beetles when they call to each 
other, the noise being made hy striking 
tho jp.ws against their resting place, and 
of feu in old houses filled with old fur- 
niravc (he superstitious, when they hear 
this peculiar Errand, imagine the place 
to bo haunted. 


Another beetle is found in dark cel- 


lars, where it thrives upon dust and 
trash. It is so difficult to exterminate it 
that it is looked tvpon as something un- 
crmuy, and the ignorant regard its pres- 
ence as an ill orneu. 


The sacred beetle of Egypt is not un- 


like our own common beetle, and the 
emale lays her egg in the samo way, 
vrapped in a substance which is to pro- 
ect it and furnish food, She rolls it up 
nto ii ball with her forelegs, sometimes 
arrying it a long distance upon her 
head; digs a hole in the earth, deposits 
ler egg laden ball, covers it up, and 
caves it to attain its perfect develop- 
ment.
